At Fortieth and Halsted streets a box car was 
found lying on its side directly across the 
main track. Two other cars were found «ith 
their trucks off the rails and blocking the 
main line. This caused no serious delay as 
there were plenty of side tracks connecting at 
line and the train 
was enabled to wind around all obstructions. 
This was another defeat for the law-breakers. 
Crowds of them had gathered at all cross 
streets near the Stock- Yards, evidently ex- 
pecting to see the train ditched. They 
contented themselves with cursmg the troops. 
At Halsted and Fortieth streets, where a mob 
of 1,000 gathered the day before, not a man 
eould be seen, and when the train stopped at 
the yards station there were perhaps a dozen 
tough-looking customers, who showed by 
ee sullen looks their hatred for the boys in 

ue, 

It was exactly 5:30 a. m. when the last man 
had left the cara and al! were drawn up ina 
straight line, two abreast, along the platform, 
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& man from the crowd attempted to get 
nearer than the width of the street. There 
were hundreds of men in that crowd who had 
sworn six hours before that the train would 
never move until Dictator Debs raised the 
boycott on the road. And thus the first fight, 
if it could be so called, of the Fifteenth Regi- 
ment’s campaign was ended. 
Bioters Become Desperate. 

Smarting under the defeat of the first en- 
counter with the troops the rioters laid a suc- 
cessful plan and put it in operation a little be- 
fore noon and worsted several squads of men 
sent out to guard the departure of the empty 
cars of the ‘special train which brought the 
troops until it reached a point far enough east 
along the Lake Shore road to be out of dan- 
ger of the rioters. Stones were thrown at an 
engine guarded by seven United States regu- 
lara with loaded guns and fixed bayonets. 
The soldiers were defied and dared to 
shoot. That bloodshed was averted 
was a miracle of forbearance on the 
part of Lieut. Bush, who was ig command at 
the time. He stood the taunts of the drunken 
toughs for a half hour and forbore to give the 
order to fire, solely because the mob was 
flanked by hundreds of women and children. 
Had a shot been fired it would have killed a 
half dozen people, as the guns will shoot 
accurately at 2,000 yards. Orders had been 
issued at headquarters for the men not to 
shoot unless in case of direst necessity. It 
was hoped the presence of the troops would 
have a quieting effect. Their pres- 
ence only inflamed the mob, which 
continued to grow larger, more drunk and 
boisterous all day.

Several toughs forgot the presence of sol- 
diers and tried to climb on the engine.

It is true that freight cars only were 
burned, but the intention to destroy property 
by fire was made just as apparent by 
their destruction. While the soldiers were 
fighting to uphold the dignity of 
the United States Government at the 
Stock-Yards, drunken strikers and their sym- 
pathizers, forming a mob 5;000 strong, 
gathered at the Fifty-first |and Forty-seventh 
street trossings of the Lake Shore road, over- 
turned box cars, flat cars, chair cars. and pas- 
enger coaches, effectually blocking traffic 
along that line. When the incoming mail 
train on that road reached the point of dis- 


the roll was called. and a few men were de- 
tailed for guard duty. Four of them were 
placed about the engine when the officials who 
had acted as engineer and fireman left it. 
Supt. Caniff said to one of the soldiers: My- 
self and your commanding officer are going to 
look up a camp ground; I hope you boys will 
take good care of the engine.

Grave Condition of Affairs. 

The condition of affairs at the yards was 
briefly stated as follows: All tracks were 
blocked; not a man had worked in the yards 
for twenty-four hours at anything connected 
with the moving of cars; crazy, drunken mobs 
had driven men who wished to work away 
from their duty; they had overturned cars, de- 
stroyed propesty defied the law and its officers, 
assaulted men whose only crime was a desire 
to work, and general lawlessness prevailed. 
Two train-loads of dressed beef, forty cars 


each, one belonging to Swift & Co. and the 


other to Nelson Morris & Co., had been held 
by the strikers on the main tracks. Most of 
the ice had melted out of the cars and the 
strikers had refused to allow it to be reple.- 
ished. A number of trusty men with wagons 
had tried, under the cover of darkness, 
three hours before to put a little 
ice in the cars, but a mob 
of drunken rioters had assaulted these men 
and driven them from work with threats to 
blow the cars up with dynamite if an attempt 
was made to movethem. Scores of police- 
men, officers, Deputy Marshals, and Sheriffs 
had been openly defied by, the rioters. Had 
these conditions prevailed much longer tons 
of dressed meat would have been spoiled.

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| FAMINE THREATENED IN DRUGS. 
Wholesalers Unable te Fil! Orders Owing 
te the Railway Tie-Up. 

One of the inconveniences arising from the 
present congestion of railroad movement is 
that directed toward the drug trade. Although 
the bulky drugs are shipped into this market 
principally by water all patent medicines and 
chemicals are ordered by fast freight. The 
supply in this direction has become limited in 
the past few days, even the more 
bulky drugs are becoming scarce, and 
it is becommg a serious question among 
the wholesale druggists of Chicago how to 
supply their outside customers. Even at this 
time orders have been canceled or the dealers 
have beén compelled to transfer the orders to 
some competitor, and everything possible is 
being supplied by express shipments. The 
country druggists are becoming alarmed at 
the reports made by the wholesale men of 
Chicago, and substitutes are being introduced 
wherever possible. On some of the staple 
articles for which there is a constant and gen- 
pral demand the price has already advanced a 
ite and there is no telling what may be the 
ost of an ordinary dose of quinine should 
trouble continue.

BLOCKADE AT BLOOMINGTON BROKEN

Deputy Marshal John A, Logan and six 
other deputies came te the Marshal’s office 
yestefday afternoon with the four prisoners 
who were arrested at Blue Island. depu- 
ties and their prisoners started ina Rock 
Island train of empty coaches which had been 
blockaded at Blue * — for several days. 
When the train reached Fifty-aighth Street a 
big stone was thrown through the cab of the 
engine and narrowly missed the engineer. 
The latter stopped the train at Fifty-sixth 
street and refused to go any farther.

NEW ORDERS FOR THE POLICE FORCE, 


Special Instructions Issued Touching the 
Presence of the Military. 
Chief Brennan yesterday issued the follow- 


mg order: 

The presence within the city of a military force 
to carry out the orders of the Federal Court, as it 
is unusual, makes it necessary that the duties of 
the yey force under such circumstances 
should be thoroughly understood. Therefore the 
following instructions for the guidance of the 
police are promulgated: 

1. The duty of maintaining the public peace 
and the protection of life and property within 
the limits of the City of Chicago rests upon the 
police force as heretofore. . 

2. The property of certain railroad companies 
being under the protection of the civil. and 
military authorities of the United States. the 
police force’ will recognize such authorities 
as having the right to direct its control and man- 
agement. The police force will therefore exer- 
cise all their lawful power to prevent any inter- 
feronce therewith. 

3. The ranki police officer present at any 
time or place will ascertain from the officer in 
command of the military or civil forces whether 
such property is or is not under the control of 
the Federal authorities, and will act accoid- 


ingly. 

4. The existing details of pons for the protec- 
tion of railway property will continue until oth- 
erwise ordered, and sucu additional details will 
be nrude as may be required. ‘ 

All members of the police force are specially 
enjomed to continue to evince the prudence, cau- 
tion,“and vigilance which has characterized them 
up to this time and thereby preserve the confi- 
dence and respect of all the people which they 
now have, and which they so justly deserve.

Yesterday 3,000 cans less than 
the usual quantity arrived, and many dealers 
were able to secure but small quantities 
from wholesalers.

EDITORIAL WRITER FOR “THE TRIB- 
UNE” DIES OF HEART FAILURE, 


Apparently in Good Health, He Expires 
Suddenly at the Rooms of the Chicago 
Newspaper Club- An Old and Trusted 
Employe of the Paper, He Had a Wide 
Acquaintance and a Host of Friends= 
His Great Ability as a Newspaper Man 
His Career. . 

James Sullivan of the editorial staff of Tun 

Tao died suddenly at 3:30 o' clock yes- 

terday afternoon at the Chicago Newspaper 


club in the Boyce Building. 


During the fore part of the day Mr. Sulli. 
van, who had hardly been ill a day in his 
life, was in his usual health and 
spirits. He left Tus Trimvunz office 
just before 3 o'clock. For half an hour 
or more before his death he had been sitting 
in the club parlors engaged in cheerful con- 
vefsation with a few friends. He sat in the 
well-known easy-chair in the southeast cor- 
ner of the room. A short distance to his 
right sat Peter Dunn of the Post, to whom 
his conversation was specially addressed. 
On a sofa near by was Mr. Bennett of the 
Times, and Mr. Underwood of the Herald was 
in the room. The conversation turned on the 
recent appointments to the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Suddenty Mr. Sullivan began to makea 
singular noise in his mouth and throat, which 
Mr. Bennett mistook for suppressed laughter. 
But as it continued, first Mr. Bennett 
then Mr, Dunn rose and approached him an 
inquired what ailed him. To their surprise 
he was unable to articulate. Water was ap- 
plied to his face and brandy to his hands. 
But after one or two moans and within a min- 
ute and a half of the time he was taken ill he 
ceased to breathe. Dr. Sempill arrived a few 
moments later, but too late to render any as- 
sistance, and gave it as his opinion death was 
caused by heart failure. Later Dr. Sempill 
granted a certificate. of death, giving heart 
failure as the cause of death. 

Tue Trisune was notified and R. W. Patter- 
son and W. Van Benthuysen went at once to 
the club. Men in carriages were sent to 
notify Mrs. Sullivan and his brothers, and to 
bring members of the family to the club. 
Later the remains were taken to his residence, 
No. 4024 Grand boulevard. 

News of his death spread rapidly and the 
sincerest expressions of regret were heard 
everywhere. Many friends went at once to 
the club to tender their sympathy and offer 
their services. No arrangements were made 
regarding the funeral, except that a confer- 
ence will be held at 3 o’clock this afternoon 
at the Newspaper club between the, family, 
representatives of Tae Trigcnz, and the club 
directors. 

No newspaper manin Chicago, probably, 
had a larger personal acquaintance than Jim 
Sullivan, as was universally called. 
His position on THz TRIBUNE was unusual. 
He was generally called the political ed- 
itor.” He was also an editorial writer, and 
in addition exercised a general supervision 
over the municipal reports. He also did ex- 
cefent service at times for the 
local department, the Cronin case bemg 
an example’ of his brilliant work. 
Thus in his various capacities Mr. Sullivan 
made thousands of acquaintances, and his 
acquaintances usually became friends, 
Though a good fighter his enemies in print 
often beca ne his personal friends. Perhaps 
no newspaper man had more friends and fewer 
enemies. ere was no writer in Chicago 
better informed in local politics, and it is said 
of him that no Alderman knew more 
about city finances and general municipal af- 
fairs. pry ong enough he enjoyed the con- 
fidence of both political parties and his in- 
fluence in municipal affairs was strong. Asa 
writer he was forcible and he could turn out 
more copy in a day than three ordinary 
men. 

James Sullivan was born at Cooleygorman, 
County Limerick, Ireland, near the close of the 
year 1853, and was therefore not quite 41 years 
old. He received a liberal education en- 
gaged in school-teaching in Ireland at an early 
age. When 20 years old he came to America and 
settled at once in Chicago, where his brother 
Jerry had been living for a year or more. He 
naturally first engaged in school-teach here 
also, and his first position was in a district 
school in the neighborhood of Summit. Subse- 
quentl became a teacher in a public school 
on the Sonth Side. 

Even while teaching in the public schools Mr. 
Sullivan betrayed a partiality for journalism and 
conducted a small guild paper called the Teach- 
ers’ Journal. But he received his introduction to 
the city press in consequence of a series of letters 
he published on The Uses and Abuses of the 
Public Schools.” He first left his chosen profes- 
sion for journalism, however, when John F. Fin- 
erty became a c 
employedMr. Sullivan to take his place as ed- 
itor of the Citizen during the campaign. After 
the election be had made up his mind to remain 
in his new call and connected himself with 
THE TRIBUNE and preserved the connection until 
the day of his death. } 

Mr. Sullivan was a member of à large family. 
He leaves two sisters and a brother in Ireland and 
six brothers in Chicago. His brothers in Chicago 
are Jerry H. Sullivan, with Clement. Bane & Co.; 
Patrick B. Sullivan. employed in the Postoffice; 
John B. Sullivan, in the office of the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court; Timothy Sullivan, in the Special 
Assessment ce; Michael B. Sullivan, in the 
employ of P. D. Armour & Co., and William Sulli- 
van, whois a clerk in the general offices of the 
Fort Wayne railroad company. Mr. Sullivan was 
married in 1878 to Miss Rose McCarthy, who was 
at the time principal of one of tne West Side 
public schools, and who survives him. He leaves 
also three children, the oldest, of whom, Daniel, 
is 14 years old. He was the founder and Presi- 


dent of the Newspaper club, a member of the Chi- 
cago Athletic, Sheridan, and Columbus clubs, but 


of no secret organization. ; g 

Mr. Sullivan always retained a lively affection 
for the country of his birth and took an active 
— in any movement which promised anything 
or Irish liberty. His latest service to this cause 
was performed within the last few months, when 
he originated the idea of raising a fund for the 
support of the Irish party in the British Parlia- 
ment. He became Secretary of the movement 
and the late Daniel Corkery became the Treas- 
urer, and it is a singular coincidence that they 
should pass away so nearly at the same time. But 
with such energy and devotion did Mr. Sullivan 
push this work he had already raised $8,000 
when death put a stop to his labors. Of this sum 
ex Judge Moran, who left Chicago for England 
last night. bore $5,000 to the parties authorized 
to receive it in London. j : i 

Mr. Sullivan never returned to Ireland until 
last summer, when he went on the honorable 
mission of representing the City Council of Chi- 
cago at the inauguration banquet of Lord Mayor 
Shanks of Dubiin.

MAXIM’S INGENIOUS FLYING MACHINE. 


Interesying Description of the Latest De- 
vice for Aerial Navigation. 

A correspondent of the London World gives 
an interesting account of a visit to the flying 
machine of Mr. Hiram S. Maxim, who has a 
latge manufacturing establishment at Bixley 
in Kent. The following is an extract: 

Some idea ot its actual dimensions may 
be gathered on mentioning that when ready 
to start it measures from stem to stern 140 
fept, and laterally 110 feet, and its single 
mast is forty feet high, while its weight is 7,000 
pounds.

»The propellers of Mr, Maxim’s airship, 
dtiven at great speed by two compound en- 
gines, take the place of the force exerted by 
ie boy and the muscular power of a bird’s 
pinions, while his extensive aeroplanes repre- 
gent the plane of the kite, as also the penuated 
area of the bird’s wings. These principles 
bing universally admitted, after the exhaust- 
e experiments in which scientists have en- 
ged, it remained for Mr. Maxim to design 
motor the power of which was pro- 
brtionately far in excess of its weight; and 
tis he has perfected.

She was in search of 
a Confederate flag, and, though this article was 
not in stock,the clerk promised to procure one, 
if possible. and send it to her. In the mean- 
while she bought a British flag. She said 
she loved the Confederate flag, because she 
was an Alabamian and had suffered under it, 
and loved the British flag because her father 
had fought for it. She utterly denies she 
made any contemptuous references to the 
American flag, but she announced her in- 
tention to fly the two flags on the Fourth at 


all hazards. ; 

What Mrs. Hammond really did yester- 
day is somewhat in dispute.

lenty of German flags hung out all around 

ere, and nobody has taken any offense at 
them. Why should these ple invade my 
premises, tear down my flag, decorate my 
front door with other flugs, and Are salutes 
and make speeches in my front yard? I 
think it is an outrage. I displayed ao Con- 
federate flag, and have never had one in the 
house. It is true I ordered one, and, if it had 
been sent to me, I would have displayed it. 
But for some reason it was not sent to me, 
I was in my kitenen baking a cake and knew 
nothing ot the excitement until it was all 
over. 1 heard the noise but did not know 
what it }was.’’ Eddie Johnson, living 
at No, 219 Fremont street. who is 16 rs 
old, but looks not more taan 13, climbed the 
fence near the English banner, and with the 
aesistance of another boy. George Zable, 
broke off the flagstaff and threw it down in 
the entrance. When Mrs. Hammond came 
out afterwards she took in her flag, and tore 
down the American flags with which her door- 
way had been decorated. 

This gave new life to the demonstration in 
front ot her pace, a 150 or 200 people 
hung around it for the rest of the day. They 
were respectable people, of all ages and both 
sexes, but in a terribly excited and ugiy state 
of mind. They were under the lead of George 
W. Cole, President of the Bankers and. Mer- 
chants’ Association. and a member of U. 8. 
Grant Post No, 28, G. A. R. 
eral addresses,. and had with him a copy of 
the Declaration of Independence. The junior 
partof the crowd formed a column with 
drum and fife and marched back and forth to 
add to the excitement. 

The police even played a part. Early in the 
morning Lieut. Skiff of the Halsted Street 
Station called on Mrs. Hammond and warned 
her not to display a Confederate flag. He 
told her if she did it would be impossible for 
him to protect her. After the first demon- 
stration the Lieutenant sent four officers to 
the locality to preserve order and cause the 
crowd to disperse. As Mr. Cole had just been 
making a speech and referring to the reading | 
of the Declaration of Independence, the offi- 
cers were accused of trying to prevent it, and 
the crowd accused them of a lack of patriot- 
ism. ‘ 

Mrs. Hammond lives in a new and hand- 
some three-story and basement graystone 
building on Dayton street, near Gartield ave- 
nue. “The building is her property, and the 
upper flat in itis rented. Her husband is a 
traveling manager for coal mines. She says 
the people in her neighborhood persecute her 
and break her windows. 

At 8 p. m. the throng that gathered in front 
of Mrs. Hammond’s residence to continue the 
celebration numbered nearly a thousand. Mr. 
Cole, with the Declaration of Independence 
in his hand, took a position. from where he 
could be heard to the best advantage by the 
people, which happened to be directly across 
the street from Mrs. Hammond’s residence, 
Absolute silence reigned while Mr. Cole was 
reading, and he took care that he spoke loud 
enough to be heard across the street. 

The reading was followed by a patriotic ad- 
dress by John F. Walsh, No. 353 Bissell 
street. Mr. Walsh is an Irishman and scored 
the British of Revolutionary times. He closed 
by paying a tribate tothe memory of Wash- 
ington. Mrs, Hammond stood in her door 
during the entire exercises an interested, if 
not an enthusiastic listener. At the close of 
Mr. Walsh’s address the crowd shot offa 
large stock of fireworks. Outside of being 
— the demonstration was entirely peace- 
able.

A RATTLESNAKE COMMITS SUICIDE, 


The Exasperated Reptile Strikes His Fangs 
Info His Own Body. 

Forest and Stream: Ate venomous serpents 

susceptible to their own poison? In other 


words, what would be the result if one of 


them should happen to bite himself—would it 
kill him? Indeed it would. 

I remember seeing that very thing happen 
once when I was in the northern part of Wyo- 
ming, north of the Rattlesnake Range of 
mountains: We had been making a survey 
fora wagen road from Rawlins, a town on 
the Union Pacific railroad, northward to 
Fort McKinney, and had finished the 
work and were returnihg, and had 
reached the place I have described. The 
region seemed to be wholly given over to 
the occupancy of prairie dogs, burrowing 
owls, and rattlesnakes. I never saw so many 
snakes anywhere except in the swamps of 
Louisiana during an overflow. You could see 
them crawling abouf in all directions, and 
they were constantly springing their rattles in 
the grass under foot and frightening our 
horses, for you know a horse fears these 
creatures quite as much as a man does. 

In riding along I happened to see a particu- 


» larly large rattler, svuning himself on a spot 


of bare ground, and tried to ride up near 
enough to strike him with my quirt. But my 
horse was afraid, and | could not make aim 
approach the snake. I did not blame him 


‘very much, either, for the old crotalus threw 


himself into a coil, raised his head, sounded 
his rattle, and prepared to assume the offen- 
sive as soon as he saw us. 

Finding that I could not reach him with my 
short quirt I rode over to one of the wagons 
and got from the driver his long four-in-hand 
whip, and with this I returned to the snake. 
I found him about where 1 had left him, and 
when he saw me he tried to run away. They 
are sluggish creatures, however, and cannot 
go very fast. N a 

I hada fancy to tease him a little, and I 
swung the whip so that the end of the lash 
in falling would tap him gently. on the nose. 
As soon as he felt it, he snapped back like a 
watchspring into a coil, sounded his war note, 
and turned his head quickly from side to side 
to discover his enemy, his forked tongue dart- 

incessantly from his mouth. 

2 was some twenty or thirty feet a way, keep - 
ing perfectly quiet, and he did not appear to 
notice me at all. I fancy their range of vision 
must be very short, Aftera few minutes he 
lowered his ugly head to the ground and pre- 
pared to glide away in another direction. I 
let him get fairly started, then I tapped him 
as before, and again he coiled to strike. 

This was repeated a number of times. The 
snake always started away in a new direction, 
only to meet that uncomfortable and exasper- 
ating little tap. After each stroke he would 
prepare to fight and would look in Vain for 
his assailant; and with each encounter his 
anger seemed to inerease. 

At last, having tried unsuccessfully every 
avenue of escape, he became beside himself 
with rage. His rattle buzzed incessantly. 
He raised his head nearly half his length 
above the ground and ¢wayed from side to 
side. His eyes glitte like jewels, and his 
forked tongue flash from his mouth like 
miniature lightumg. His head became broad 
and flat, and his whole body seemed to swell 
with venom. 

Suddenly, in an accessof fury, he turned 
his head, and with the full force of a swingmg 
blow of his neck, lixe the dgwn stroke of a 
saber, hedrove his fangs into his own body. 
He kept his hold and did not withdraw his 
fangs. His body writhed and twisted for an 
instant, and his muscles contracted violently 
once or twice. Then his head sank lown, the 
fire faded trom his eyes, his coils relaxed, and 
he was dead. 

I was astonished. I did not think it was 
possible that the poison could be so instantly 
effective in a creature of such sluggish cir- 
culation. 

There can be no mistake about it; he meant 
to kill himself, and he did it, too. Of the last 
I have the most satisfactory proof, for as I 

ickéd him up and examined him carefully 
low one end tothe other there was not a 
mark (save the bite) ura bruise on him, The 
light strokes that he had received from the 
whip were not enough to hurt him, still less 


to kill him, yet be was. dead, for I put him in 


my saddle and carried him to camp, and 
then skinned him, and I am sure he could not 
play possum through all that. 7

“NORTHWESTERN” RESUMES INTER- 
: STATE TRANSPORTATION. 
The strike on the Northwestern railroad 1s 
“off.” Those of the firemen and engineers 
who left their work at the order of Debs have 


fesumed their positions. The officials of the 


company were not disposed to make a vigor- 
ous fight with them, but decided to give De bs 
the full benefit of a tie up by laymg off the 
hire force on the entire system of lines in all 
departments. The order to this effect dealt 
with some 10,000 men, earning an aggregate 
of e $30,000 per day. It took the em- 
ployés about 24 hours to reason out to the 
correct conclusion that they had been prema- 
ture in taking orders from Debs to join in an 
assault upon the railroads, and that the mat- 
terat issue was one with which they had noth- 
ing to do. They saw that Debs had gone about 
the business he undertook in a blundering 
way, was putting himself and followers in op- 
position to the laws of the land and in immi- 
nent danger of a conflict. with regular troops 
sent out by the National Government. They 
recognized the fact that in the hope of gain- 
ing influence in the settlement of a dispute 
about 30 or 40 cents per day in the wages 
of the Pullman car-shop ex-employés Debs 
had adopted the extraordinary and unlawful 
course of making war upon 21 trunk lines of 
railway centering ia this city and proposed to 
stop the inter-State transportation on the 
125,000 miles of line in those systems, or 
two-thirds the railway mileage of the United 
States. They were amazed to find that the 
ultimatum named by Debs was that those 
companies should cease to use 2,000 sleeping 
cars, in which they transported fifty to sixty 
thopsand persons each day, under penalty of 
having everything smashed, and that to effect 
his end Debs had called out half a dozen 
times as many persons as were interested in 
the wages controversy with the Pullman car- 
building company; and they concluded they 
die not want to be parties to any such conflict 
with the government. 

men on the Northwestern not only 
knew that the assault on inter-State commerce 
of the country in which they were called to 
join was unlawful, but that if their lines were 
tied up it would mean discomfort and loss to 
millions of people in the States of Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, the Dakotas, Wyoming, Nebraska, 
and Iowa, us well as multitudes of residents 
in this city. They knew that a walk-out 
would mean suspension of travel and of freight 
transportation in those vast areas, besides 
cutting off supplies of food, milk, butter, veg- 
etables, etc., to Chicago, which supplies are 
as necessary to the comfort of themselves and 
tamilies as to the rest of the community. 

The conclusion to resume work was an 
eminently sensible one. Would it not be 
equally sensible forthe walk-out men on all 
the other lines to resume their jobs? The latter 
ought to follow the good example set them by 
their sensible brethren on the Northwestern 
road and quietly return to their posts while 
the way thereto yet is open to them. ‘Two or 
three days more of delay, collision, and ex- 
asperation and it may be too late.

So it is, for 
while during last week Gen. Debs, his officers, 
and his private soldiers confined themselves 
te breaking city ordinances and State laws, 
since Monday, when the United States court 
issued its injunction, they have been in direct 
insurrection against the National Government. 

It might ‘be alleged in their behalf that be- 
fore Monday they did not know that their in- 
terference with inter-State traffic and the car- 
rying of the mails was a direct violation of 
Federal laws. That excuse cannot be made 
for them now, for they have been solemnly 
notified by the court that these acts are il- 
legal and have been warned not to repeat 
them. They are nowin the position of a riot- 
ous mob which has been ordered to disperse. 
If it obeys, well and good. If it does not, 
then the law must take its course. 

It is no laughing matter to make war upon 
the United States and to grapple with the Na- 
tional Judiciary and the Executive. Do the 
strikers think the President will back down? 
If he does he abdicates his office and 
makes way for Debs. The latter will become 
the dictator of the country. His Board of 
Directors will displace Cleveland’s Cabinet. 

The President has no intention of abandon- 
ing the policy he has adopted deliberately 
after consultation with his Cabinet and in 


| sonjunction with the courts. He has the 


means with which to put down the insurrec- 
tion and he will use them to whatever extent 
required. 

Debs may tell his men that they are merely 
out on a strike. But they are doing much 
more than that. For the last few days they 
have been making war on inter- State com- 
merce, which is under the protection of the 
General Government, and also on the Post- 
office Department, which is one of the great 
bureaus of the government. It is the duty of 
every paper in Chicago, including Debs’ or- 
gans, to impress tnese facts upon the minds of 
those who were strikers last week, but who 
are now insurrectionists. A paper which fails 
to do sa is felse to its duty and is in reality an 
enemy of the misguided and deceived men 
from whou it tries to keep the knowledge of 
the fact that they have drifted into rebellion. 
The truth may be painful to them, but they 
ought to know it before it is too late. The 
really friendly newspaper is the one whitch 
tells them the painful and important truth.

MISREPRESENTING THE INJUNCTION 
AND WHAT IT COMMANDS. 

The Chicago Debs organ says that it— 

Does not believe that any court. whatever has 
the right to order men to refrain from attempt- 
ing by persuasion to induce others to leave the 
employment they are engagedin. Common sense 
will certainly pronounce an orderly and respect- 
ful request toa railroad employé to give up his 
position and to join the organized strikers no 
crime. a 

And it asserts that the in junction issued this 
week by Judges Woods and Grosscup attempts 
to do that thing. But it does not. The liber- 
ty of an Illinois railroad employé to leave 
work is not denied or attacked by it. All 
persons, declares the court— 


Are enjoined from compelling or inducing or 
attempting to compel or induce by threats, in- 
timiddation, force, or violence any of the employés 
of any of said railroads who are employed by 
said railroads and engaged in its service in the 
conduct of inter-State business or in the opera- 
tion of any ofits trains carrying the mail of the 
United States or doing inter-State business or 
the transportation of passengers and freight be- 
tween and among the States, to leave the service of 
such railroads. 


Mr. Debs and his allies are not forbidden 
to * persuade’ men to quit, as the plain lan- 
guage of the injunction shows. But they are 
forbidden by another clause of the injunction 
from— 


Compelling or inducing or attempting to compel 
or induce by threats, intimidation, persuasion, 
force, or violence any of the “employés of any of 
said railroads to refuse or fail to perform any of 
their duties as employés of any of said railroads 
in connection with the inter-State business or 
commerce of such railroads or the carriage of 
the United States mail by such railroads, or the 
transportation of passengers or property between 
or among the States. 


The language of this order was submitted 
to President Cleveland, Attorney-General Ol- 
ney, and the Cabinet and accepted by them as 
proper, necessary, and in accordance with the 
laws of the United States. 

Debs and his assistants are ordered no“ to 
persuade men working for a road. to re- 
fuse or fail to perform any of their duties. 
This is very different from persuading them 
to quit, It is illegal to persuade an engineer 
still on his engine and still claiming to be in 
the company’s service to refuse to run the 
train unless some particular car is takeh off 
or unless a fireman belonging to some partic. 
ular organization fires fur him. To persuade 
a switchman while still at work and drawing 
wages to disobey some orders while still obey- 
ing other orders is declared by the injunction 
to be unlawful, and so it is, undoubtedly. 

When the Debs organ says “ the injunction 
is an enemy to liberty it has in mind the 
lawless liberty of Debs, He can persuade 
whomsoever he may to leave for good and all 
the service of any road, and neither he nor 
his dupes will be criminally liable for walk. 
ing out, though the latter will be civilly lia-

ernment; itdemands the adoption of a definite 
P fiscal policy to prevent the government from 
longer drifting toward the rocks of financial 
chaos; and, finally, demands a foreign policy 
which extends American sympathies to free re- 
publics rather than to monarchies. _ 

Senator Walsh, in the course of his speech, 
said: lt is not communism, it is not social- 
ism to demand that the wealthy shall do to this 
country what they do in ail civilized govern- 
mente—pay the expenses of the. government 
which protects them in the enjoyment of their 
wealth in proportion to the benefits which 
they derive from it, and in proportion, to their 
ability to pay.

He Presides at the Dedicatory Services 
Over the New Monument at Cleveland, 
O.—He Pays His Respects to the Riot- 
ing Strikers=No Fear of a Dissolution 
of the Union—Ex-Gov. Foraker’s Ora- 
tion a Satire on the Cleveland Regime. 

Crzvenanp, O., July 4-—[Speeial.}]—The 

feature of the general exercises today was the 

dedication of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Mon- 
ument. Ex-Gov. J. B. Foraker delivered the 
oration, which was in fac: a satirical commen- 
tary upon the administration of President 

Cleveland. Gov. McKinley, as President of 

the day, was the recipient of tremendous en- 

thusiam, He delivered an oration, scoring 
lawlessness and anarchy without reserve. In 
his introductory remarks Gov. McKinley 


said: 
With patriotism in our hearts and with the flag 
of our country in the hands of our children there 
is no danger of anarchy and there will be no dan- 
ger to our Union. | 
Continuing, the Governor delivened his for- 
mal address, in which he said: | 
The place, the day, and the occasion for which 
we assembie fill us with patriotic emotion. They 
are happy and appropriately united. This place 
is full of hallowed memories. The Fou of 
July registers the birthday of the laration of 
Independence as kept and performed this day, 
and the formal dedication of the Seldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Monument to the heroic dead of Cuya- 
hoga County embraces memories rich with recol- 
. lections of the-nsen who gave their lives for their 
country. lt is a history which recalis their 
Struggies and their sacrifice and the — 7 that 
what they did so well and so patriotically shall 
endure forever and forever more. 

He referred to the erection of the monu- 
ment to Commodore Perry, the funerals of 
Lineoln and Garfield, and other evente that 
oecurred on the public square, and of the 
great service rendered by Cuyahoga County 
auring the war. He spoke of the lesson of 
the monument and declared : 

The union of these States must he perpetual, 
and such monuments as these are evidences 
the people intend to take care that the great de- 
crees of the war shall be supreme and 
unguestioned.

LINCOLN AND LABOR. 


—_— 


HIS REAL VIEWS OW ITS RELATIONS 
TO REBELLION AND QAPITAL 


What the Emancipator Said in His Mes- 
sages=-Fraudulent Perversion by Debs 


=Southérn View of the Dictator’s Re- 


bellion—* Its Success Would Overthrow 
the Government and Mean Anarchy "= 
“All the Powers of the Law, the Army, 
and the Navy, if the Occasion Arises, 
Will Be Hurled Against It.“ 
Decatur (Ill.) Republican, July 2: Last 
Friday E. V. Debs issued a proclamation to 
the American Railway Union which was evi- 
dently intended to extite the prejudices of 


his subjects. Among other things he says for 


that purpose is this: 

The struggle with the Pullman company has 
developed into a contest between the producing 
classes and the money power of the country. 
This is what Lincoln predicted at the ¢lose of 
the civil war and it was this rofl gave 

great emancipator his gloomiest forebodings. 

That which Mr. Debs accepts as the saying 
of Mr. Lincoln isa fraud and was garbled 
from a passage in a message transmitted to 
Congress, not at the close of the civil war, 
as Mr. Debs says, but Dec. 2, 1861, which 
was repeated by Mr. Lincoln to a committee 
of workingmen from New York March 21, 
1864. The message was intended to show 
the dangerous attitude of secession to labor. 
The fraud was in the campaign 
of 1890 apd 1892 by demagogues 
in the attempt to prejudice the 
laborer against his employer and thus induce 
him to vote for the party which is controlled 


by the same people who sought, by rebellion, ° 


to set up a despotism over labor; the very 
thing Mr. Lincoln warned the workingmen to 
beware of in the message which has been so 
unjustly and designedly emasculated. [See

The forgery to which Mr. Debs refers reads 
as follows: . 
Monarchy is sometimes hinted at as a possible

There one point to which I 
call attention. This is an effort to place capital 
on an equal footing with if not above labor in 
the structure of the government.

To show how dishonestly the foregoing was 
made up, the words used to construct the 
fraud are printed in italics in the | passage 
from the message which follows. The reuder 
should carefuliy compare the message with 
the fraud, and also note the fact that Mr. 
Lincoln in the first part shows the relation of 
the rebellious States to labor, and in the lat- 
ter part shows the proper relation of capital 
and labor, and cioses by appealing to work- 
ingmen not to permit the despotism of seces- 
sion to succeed in changi these relations. 
Mr. Lincoln’s theory, it will be noted, is quite 
different from that of Mr. Debs. 

As before stated, March 21, 1864, a com- 
mittee from a New York association of work- 
ingmen, which had elected, Mr. Lincoln an 
honorary member, waited upon him and de- 
2 an address, to which he replied as fol. 

ows: 0 

„Gentlemen of the committee: The hon- 
orary membership in your association. as 
generously tendered. is gratefully accepted. 

Lou comprehend, as your address shows, 
that the existing revellion means more and 
tends to do more than the perpetuation of 
African slavery—that it is, in fact, a war upon 
the rights of all working people. Partly to 
show that this view has t escaped my at- 
tention and — that ‘ cannot better ex- 
press myself 1 ap ge from) the mes- 
sage to Congress in December, 1861):’’ 

It continues to develop that the insurrection 
[the rebellion] is largely, if not exclusively, a 
war upon the first principle of popular govern- 
ment, the rights of the people. Conclusive evi- 
dence of this is found in the most grave and ma- 
turely considered 21 documents, as well as in 
the general tone of the insurgents the rebels]. 
In those documents we find the abridgement of 
the existing richt of suffrage and the denial to 
the people of ali right to participate in the selec- 
tion of public officers, except the legislative, 
holdly advocated with [labored argument to 
prove that large control of the people in govern- 
ment is the source of all political evil. Mon- 
archy itself is sometimes hinted at as u possible 
refuge from the power of t People. 

In my present position ! id scarcely be justi- 
fied were I to omit raising a warning voice against 
this approach of returni eapotism., 

It is not needed nor fitting here that a general 
argument should be made in favor of popular 
institutions; but there is ote point with its con- 
nections not so rap as most others to 
which I ask a brief ion. It is the effort 
[by those im rebeilion] ‘to. place capitai on an 
equal footing if not above bor in the structure 
of government. It is assunfed that labor is avail- 
able only in connection. with capital; no- 
body labors unless somebody else ownihg capital 
somehow by the use of it induces him to labor. 
This assumed it is next considered whether it 
is best that capital shail hire laborers. 
and thus induce them to work by theif own con- 
sent, or buy them and drive them to it withovt 
their consent. Having proceeded sofar it is nat- 
urally concluded that ail laborers, are either 
hired laborers or what we call sldves. And fur- 
ther, it is assumed that whoever is once a hired 
laborer is fixed in that condition for life. 

Now there is no such relation between capita! 
and labor as assumed, nor is there any such thing 
as a free man being fixed for life in the condition 
of a hired laborer. Both these assumptions are 
false and ali inferences from them are ground- 
less, Labor is prior to and iatlependent 
of capital. Capital is only the fruit of 
labor. and could never have existed if labor had 
not first existed. Labor is the superior of cap- 
ital and deserves much the higher consideration. 
Capital has its rights which are as worthy of 
protection as any other rights. Nor is it denied 
that there is and probably always will be a rela- 
tion between capitel and labor producing mut- 
ual benefits. The error is in assuming that the 
whole labor of a community exists within that 
relation. A few men own capital and that few 
avoid labor themselves and with their capital 
hire or buy another few to labor for them. A 
large majority belong to neither class, neither 
work for mers nor have others working for 
them. In most of the Southern States a 
majority of the whole people, of all 
colors, are neither slaves nor masters; 
while in the Northern a large majority are neith- 
er hirers nor hired. Men with their families— 
wives, sons, and daughters—work for themselves 
on their farms, in their bouses, and in their 
shops, taking the whole product to themselves, 
and asking no favors of capital on the one h ) 
nor of hired laborers or siaves on the other. It 
is not forgotten that a considerable number of 
persons mingle their own labor with capital; 
that is, they labor with their own bands and also 
| or hire others to labor for them. but this is 
only a mixed and not a distinct, class, No prin- 
ciple stated is disturbed by the existence of this 
mixed class. 

Again, as has already been said. there is not of 
necessity any such thing as the free hired labor- 
er being fixed to t condition for life. Many 
independent men everywhere in these States a 
few years back in their lives were hired laborers. 
The prudent penniless beginner in the world 
labors for wages awhile, saves a surplus with 
which to buy tools or land for himself, then 
labors on his own account another while, and at 
length hires another new beginner to 
heip him. This is the just and ‘generous 
and prosperous 22 which opens the way to 
all—gives hope to all, and consequent energy 
and progress, and improvement of condition to 
all. No men living are more wortiiy to be trast- 
ed than those who toil up from poverty—none 
less inclined to touch or take aught which they 
have nothonestly earned. Let them. beware of

semi-destruction of our mining interests. 
These discouragements are brightened by the 
assurance that the traditional years of plenty 
will surely come. 

Yet we stand 
agrarian uprising, carrying with it 
mediate menace of civil war. 

If every disagreement between the em- 
ployer and the employed is to be made the 
occasion of a class controversy—if every 
strike is to be elevated into a plass disturb- 
ance-+if, instead of being a free people, pos- 
sessing an equal, man-to-man share in a free 
government, we are really a people, divided 
into two antagonistic elements, one working 
for wages and the other supposed to be cl 
ping toupons—then we are upon the threshold 
of an epoch of revolution, which, under 
changed forms, is to repeat in the new world 
all the mistakes of the old, contradicting our 
boasted tlaim to the superior virtue and in- 
telligence of the people, and scattering to the 
four winds of heaven the supposed blessings 
and benefits offrepublican institutions. 

But is this so? Can it be possible that the 
mass body of the daily wage-earners of 
the country are so deaf to the lessons of 
tory, so blind to the facts of the present mo- 
ment that they would deliberately invoke 
civil war, and invite the interposition of a 
strong military power, in order to avenge 
some exaggerated, of fancied, wrong inflicted, 
not upon themselvesias a class, but accepted 
upon a point of honor, and by proxy, to be 


face to face with a great 
the im. 


‘fought out, as such conflicts always are 


fought out, in a spirit of pure frenzy? The 
rich man today may be the poor man tomor- 
row. The poor ran today may be the rich 
man tomorrow. All of us stand fair and 
equul betore the law. Our children start out 
upon life's journey without the least class 
discriminatiap ; the sons of the rich having, 
perhaps, a trifle the woist of it. Almost uni- 
versally the leaders of every department of 
business and affairs in America at this mo- 
ment are the sons of poor men. 

The Pullman company is an unpopular 
company, The railway companies are the ob- 
jects.of constant criticism, Too often there 
has been gogd reason for the criticism, But 
these things are within reach of the law and 
can in no wise be mended by the mob. What 
sane motive, therefore. can any patriotic 
workingman aave for following such men as 
Debs and Hayes into an abyss, where all of us 


may lose our liberties, and the poor will gain 


nothmg? 

Let no man delude himself with the notion 
that if this business proceeds there will be no 
war. The Debs movement cannot possibly 
succeed. Its success would mean over- 
throw of government. It would mean an- 
archy. Ali the powers of law, the army and 
the navy will—the mbment the occasion arises 
—be hurled inst it. The only question for 
the workpeople to consider is whether it shall 
carry down with itself all we have been taught 
to hold near and dear? Shall the vanity of a 
fool at the head of a committee be set against 
the duty each citizen owes his country? Shall 
the orders of a trades union be set against loy- 
alty to the government? 1 

are serious questions. But they are 
pertinent questions. They drive directly at 
the root of the whole matter. Fifty millions 
of Americans are neither rice nor 2 Fifty 
millions work to earn their bread, some for 
high wages and some for low wages. some in 
one way and some in another way, but all do 
actually work for a living. Are these plain, 
honest people, who go hand in hand through 
life as neighbors and friends, whose children 
attend the same schools, whose families pray 
together and play together, who salute 
same flag and serve the same Gad, are they to 
be rent asunder, instructed in divergent inter. 
ests, and taught to hate one another at the bid- 
ding of some chance leader or upstart agita- 
tor seeking to exploit himself? 

The man Debs is a dire enemy of true work- 
ingmen. He is an enemy of his/country. His 
scheme is wholly impracticable. The idea he 
advances is wholly falee. His methods are 
equally untenable and intolerable. There can 
be, there will be, but one result—the vindica- 
tion of the public authority and the mainte- 
nance of the publie order at every cost. But 
there may be infinite bloodshed—and needless 
bloodshed—and there will be, has been, in- 
finite loss and hardship, all of which will re- 
coil upon the lowly and the poor, not upon 
the rich and powerful, who are beyond reach, 

Put on your thinking caps, worki 
right side upand front foremost, and decide 
whether you will serve God and your country, 
or fall down and worship a fetish, whilst the 
juggernaut of civil war and martial law 
crushes all of us beneath its mighty wheels,

Forotng Troops Into Corea—Heavy Losses 
of Life and Property by Eirthauake. 
Vicrorta, B. C., July 4.—The Empress of 
China, eleven days from Yokohama, has ar- 
rived. It reports that Japan is continuing

ribbon, conspicuously displayed, I advise you 
that I have this day attached a small American 
apel of my coat—which éolors are 
good enough for me, and stand, I trust, for that 
peaceable enjoyment of personal and property 
rights against which you are attempting to op- 
gs cli pa at least, the great body of Amer- 
can labor. 


And just here 1 wish to ask you with what. pro- 


priety you adopta white ribbon? Why should 
you wear, as a badge of distinction, a token uni- 
versally recognized in this country as represent- 
ing temperance? Do you know what temperance 
is? Moderation. And in your lightaing leap to 
the exercise of an unholy power, what modera- 
tion have you shown? Professing a purpose to 
conduct the boycott witbout violence, why do 
you allow constantly increasing outrages that 
trample on personal rights, and evidence an ut- 
ter disregard for properly constituted authority, 
to go unrebuked? Moderation? A white ribbon? 
God save the mark! The only color you and your 
following can consistently wear is that which 
prociaims, with ghastly significance, an abiding 
sympathy with disorder and social revolt, Flaunt: 
it it you will—but at your peril. 
Afew plain words. Mr. Debs: The Americn 
public is long suffering, and it is now only by the 
grace of their patient tolerance that you are not 
already serving a sentence for a practical con- 
spiracy against the authority of all government 
and thé safety and comfort of the country at 
large. You are the prime manipulator of an at- 
tempted coercion of property interests by labor 
entirely ilf-advised and wholly without excuse or 
justification. Can you not readthe handwriting 
on the wall? Do you not know that all right- 
minded men are chafing under these repeated in- 
terferences? There is law eno to hole you— 
ample lawt-which the proper opinion of honest 
men will support to the last extremity. Your 
audacious ambition fs beyond all bounds, Just 
because law did not lay her strong hand on you 
in the beginning you imagine yourself 
exempt from interference, but yon delude 
yourself as sadly as you delude that great body of

Your fight against thé railway common car- 
riers is already lost, Mr. Debs--was lost before 
ou began it by. the inevitable law of right and 
stice. Even though you now force the railroads 
of the country to a temporary truce you have 
ined absolutely nothing of final advantage, 
ut rather have lost; fearfully lost, by intensify- 
ing an antagonism between yourselves and th 
property interests of the whole country; which 
antagonism means an unhappy retrogressien 
from that point of honorable compromise which 
must be reached before any permanentsettlement 
of grievances can be accomplished. Your savage 
attempt at wholesale coercion will fall by itsown 
weight for many reasons. n your plan 
to sympathetically assist the Pullman strikers 
was without axcuse or justification.

Has labor just. causes for complaint? Many, 
many of them. Deplorable conditions are to be 
stardily faced and sturdily put down, A ma- 
jority of the world’s workingmen dre not justly 
treated. A fearful selfishness aud heartless com- 
petition even now conspire to deprive working- 
men, not capitalists, of a just proportion of their 
labor; The autocrat of Pullman represents a 
type of men who must yield some day to a new 
schoo} of labor ethics, which shall have for its 
prime principle the right of every man to a fair 
and decent living. 

J labor; my next month's bread and butter are 
dependent upon this month's salary. am fight- 
ing for a living, and itis within the province of 
one man, if he should so wi to arbitrarily de- 
prive me of position and livelihnod. Happily, I 
am content, under conditions which cannot be 
changed in a day; but the time is surely coming 
when labor will have just recognition and rightly 
share in a percentage of its own profits; beyond a 
mere living.
